Enclosed herewith are two copies of a proposed "Certificate of Correction," entry of 
which is requested. It is beUeved that a Certificate of Correction is needed since an Office 
mistake was made in the claims. 

In the Office Action dated September 7, 2000, the examiner properly indicated that 
claims 2-17 were then pending. AppUcants responded by amending application claim 10 (patent 
claim 1). No claims were canceled. The Office then issued a Notice of Allowance indicating 
that claims 7-17 were allowed. There is no instruction in the case, either by way of amendment 
by applicants, or examiner's amendment, canceling claims 2-6. In a telephone interview with 
applicants' undersigned attomey on April 23, 2001, examiner Eloshway, after reviewing the file, 
confirmed that the elimination of claims 2-6 from the application appears to have been the result 
of an administrative error on the part of the Office. There is no question as to the allowability of 




claims 2-6, since they are all dependent on application claim 10 (patent claim 1) and none was 
ever the subject of a § 112 rejection or objection. 

Accordingly, the requested Certificate of Correction adds those inadvertently canceled 
claims back into the patent as claims 12-16, respectively.
